In 1B7H Andrew La Favre took up a 
quarter-section of land where the vil- 
lage of Medical Lake now stands. Le 
Favre knew nothing of the virtues of 
the water until hia sheep, which were 
troubled with a akin disease, were 
cured by slaking their thirst rt the 
brink. Le Favre tried the water for 
his rheumatism, and It left him. To day 
the fame of the lake has spread far and 
wide. It is situated on the Columbia 
river plateau about sixteen miles south- 
west of Spokane, and is -J.aOO feet 
above the level of the sc* The stratum 
is country round about is basaltic, 
lake is sixty feet deep, half a mile 
• and a mile long. The water is of 
a greenish tinge, atid no plants grow 
ar the water. Animal life is also ab- 
nt, and an unbroken silence broods 
er tho dark pooL The. water has a 
specific gravity of 1,013, and holds so 
much alkali in suspension that after 
bathing the body feels as if it had been 
oiled A shampoo for the head ia easily 
had by rubbing the water in with the 
hands. When the surface Is furrowed 
a strong breeze a lathery foam forms 
the shores. Strange to say, a speclee 
of terrapin lives on the bottom of the 
lake, and in its depths, but never rising 
to the surface, roams a creature, half 
fish and half lizard, that is known aa 
the "walking fish," the Mexican axo- 
loti. — Chicago Inter Ocean.
